All morning the sinking continued

( Acting within a few hours after a 
"lei-riblc rumbling" and the/warning 
shriek of the'town fire si'relvsori{ res- 
idents scurrying from sagging homes, 
two state agencies and the Borough 
Council started a program for safety 
and rebuilding. These steps were tak- 
en: 


1. Borough Council called a meeting 


to hire an engineer for a survey of 
what buildings must be condemned 
or rebuilt. 


2. The stale Department of'Labor and 


Industry closed public buildings where 
cracks and inch lo a foot wide split 
the walls. 


3. Gov. Arthur H. James, native of 


the hard coal section, and state Min- 
ing Department inspectors came from 
Harrisburg to check on safety mea- 
sures in the nework of old diggings. 


4. A committee of townspeople de- 


manded that all mining operations 
near the city be halted. Miners slop- 
ped operations at once.

HONOLULU, T. H. _ Two army 


pursuit planes, circling at 1000 feet 
over Ft. Kambahemeha to welcome 
Gen. George Marshall, army chief of 
staff, collided in mid-air and plunged 
to the ground. The pilots, Lieut. Mal- 
colm A. Moore and Lieut. Walter S. 
Rector, parachuted and escaped injury. 


Moore and Rector had been as- 


signed, with other army pilots, to act 
as escort and aerial reception com- 
mittee for General Marshall, who ar- 
rived here by Honolulu clipper from 
San I'rancisco for an inspection of 
Hawaiian defense. 


At Pearl Harbor, Marshall was gcec 


cd by Maj. Gen. Charles Herrim ana 
other ranking oficcrs, who escorted 
the chief of staff to a breakfast at 
Fort Shaftcr. 


Marshall told interviewers hc was 


engaged in familiarizing himself with 
army installations. He said nothing 
special was planned for augmenting 
Hawaiian defenses except

about Lieutenant Commander N. W 
Sharpc, Ihe only survivor of the ill- 
fated cargo boat Cyclops which dis- 
appeared mysteriously

Mentality 


Various, authorities estimate that as 


many as 5pe r cent of the people of the 
Uhlted States are feeble-minded. 
A 


feeble-minded person is not insnnev He 
is one* whose* mind has not fully " 
vdfoped. 


H is rathee difficult to say just 


what is a normal mind and what is a 
'abnormal mind. Therefore, tests have 
bwsn developed which are known 'as- 
intelligence tests-. According to these 
intelligence tests, We can rate hu- 
man beings as being.normal, less than 
normal and absolutely abnormal. 


The normal human being has an in- 


telligence quotient .which/ is based on 
a test with a rating of 90 to 100. If 
lis rating is from 80 to 90, he is said 
:o bfe dutt, and a. rating, from 70 to 
SO puts him' on the borderline. A 
rating below 70 indicates feeble-mind 
edness. 


The various'degrees of feeble-minded 


persons have been classified, as high 
grade; middle grade and low grade 
morons; imbeciles and idiots. Since the 
idler is the lowest classification of 
mentality, we will begin with that. 


An idiot has the mentality of an 


infant and is almost helpless. One 
type of idiot is known as the micro- 
cephalic because his brain is so small. 
Another form of idiocy develops when 
there-is insufficient action'of the thy- 
roid substance brings about improve- 
ment. 
. One form-of idiocy for which science 
•as yet has nothing definite to offer 
is that of the Mongolian idiots. The 
present belief is that they are. wholly 
,'cords of the occurrence of such' an id- 
abnormal. There-are practically no re- 
iot. twice in the same family. 


Morons reach a mental development 


of about that of a child of 12, obvious- 
ly insufficient to enable them to live 
adult existences and certainly not suf- 
ficient to Tenable them to assume res- 
ponsibilities. 
. The vast number of studies which 
have been made in recent years of 
the intelligence of children have yield- 
ed some important facts. 


The studies show that women are

of Serious Traffic Accidents

"Every week ,lhere are several ser- 


ious accident involving parked cars 
or trucks," stated W. W. Mitchell, 
directo,. of Highways, after reviewing 
traffic accident reports for the past se- 
veral weeks. Several additional reports 
had just come to hand covering ser- 
ious accidents of this type. The "Uni- 
form Act Regulating Traffic" for Ark- 
ansas covers this as follows:' 


"No vehicle shall be stopped or park- 


oil on the paved or improved or main- 
traveled portion of a highway, unless 
"t is at the moment impractical to 
slop or park the vehicle of fthe high- 
way. 
A clear view of such stopped 


vehicle shall be had for a distance of 
« feet in each direction Upon such 
highway. Trucks and busses 
must 


place three reel flags to indicate a stop- 
ped vehicle during the daytime and 
three flares at night." 


Not only is it important that ve- 


liclos be parked on the shoulder when 
it is necessary to stop, but parking 


Monday. She is reported dping-nicer 


on the shoulder is supposed to be 
temporary. "Storage parking," or leav- 
ing a vehicle parked on the 'shoulder 
for several hours o,- even all day is 
a violation of the law, stated Mr. 
Mitchell, and such vehicles should be 
parked entirely off the right-of-way. 


Tlie most serious hazards are creat- 


ed by parked vehicles at night, Mr 
Mitchell pointed out. Usually they do 
not have parking lights burning, re- 
quired of all vehicles parked on the 
shoulder of a road at night, and an- 
other vehicle traveling at high speed 
frequently is unable, to see the park- 
ed vehicle in time to avoid a col- 
lision. Many night accidents of this 
type also occur, the director point- 
ed out, when drivers are blinded by 
headlamps of approaching vehicles 
and are unable lo see the parked ve- 
hicles. 


. Safety authorities regard vehicles' 
parked on the roadway as one of the 
greatest menaces to traffic, and re- 
commend strict enforcement against 
the violators.
